However, it 
is within a fraction of the truth.

Allen, professor’ot 
farm management at the College of 
Agriculture in his address on “The 
| Farm.Business in Saskatchewan” at 
the ahnual corivention of the Sas 
katchewan Agricultural Socteties here. 

At the outset Mr. Allen made it clear 
that farming was not a“simple ‘bust- 
ness and pointed out that the agricul- 
tural profession was the, outcome ‘of 
sheer necessity. As civilization’ be- 
came more and more complicated im- 
proved methods of cultivation became 
more imperative. 

Continuing, the speaker showed how 
the increased demands of a modern 
civilization had. resulted in the re- 
placement of the bare summer fallow 
method of farming by the: fertilizing 
crop. Then the legume rotation’ had 
its day but was gradually replaced by 
the field grass husbandry. Later came 
the scientific rotation. 

“It should be observed, continued 
‘the epeaker, at this point (that here 
was little uniformity of development.” 
“Development varied with different re- 
gions. In'some cases’ entire stages, 
have been. omitted. At the present 
time, examples of most types can still 
be found in some pars, of the world. 
Our prairie agriculture is still in the 
fallow stage, although we find some 
indication of departure from it. 

“Modern agriculture is! vastly dif- 
ferent from early agriculture. Self- 
sufficiency has passed. and now spe- 
cialization and exchange prevails. Our 
farm.income is gbtaine 1 from our sales 
of surplus ‘commodities. This surplus 
is sold on a cash market, the proceeds 
of the sales being used to obtain,com- 
modities from other lines of agricul- 
ture, or industry in general.”
